A St. Johns dispatch to the New York 

Herald says: 

There is now too much reason for the a 
that the wreck and ruin wrought 


captain, officers and all but one of the crew 
. The steward, a young German 
named Thor Michaelson, estaped. A wave 
flung the young sailor high up a precipitons 
cliff, and ed him on shore. It was 
about 10 o’clock at night when the vessel 
was driven headlong among the rocks and 
breakers, and when morning and conscious- 
néss dawned upon Michaelson he found him- | 
self landed nearly two hundred feet above 
the boiling waters. When Michaelson look- 
ed down on the scene below nothing but 
sea foam was visible. Not a plank 
or spar, not a solitary memento of the ill- 
starred Ontario met his gaze’ The snow- 
storm was over. Withinafew miles from 
here he stood was the little hamlet of St. 
awieneg, Thither he bent his steps and 
reached thé jivarest house contiguons to the 
road after some tite, hours

On Saturday last at noon the German 
bark Huntress, Capt. Charles Yenes master, 
drove into Fortutie Bay in a water) 
and generally wrecked condi ion. The Hunt- 
ress, laden with a full cergo of deals and 
birch timber, left Dalhousie on the 22d ult., 
bound for G On Oct, 26 the ship en- 
countered a furious gale from the west-north- 
west, with heavy sea, whith swept away 
her deck-load and one of her boats and clear- 
ed away large portions of her bulwarks. All 
her sails were blown away as rapidly as they 
were set, and the vessel was soon at the 
complete mercy of the wind andsea. There 
was no alternative but to drive at random 
on shore except a sudden change of wind 
should occur. This was not to ce expected, 
The vessel was now nearly full of water and 
was fast opening abroad fore and aft, The 
sea was running high,forbidding any attempt 
to launch a boat, The lives of the crew 
were now in great peril, The Huntress 
was more like a submerged drifting log than 
a stately bark, Every sea made a free h 
over her, One shipped over the bow, dash-° 
ed the steward down to leeward and killed 
him instantaneously. The deck hod started 
and several beams was smashed by the 
ehormous weight of the superincumbent 
water. Death stared ie 6 man in the face, 
Fortunately the action of the rebounding 
current tide from the west side of the 
bay somewhat diverted the bark’s course 
from the certain ruin on which she was pre- 
cipitately running. The Huntress, now
